Strobel said that all he ever received 
from French was $700 as commissions^ 
It is also claimed by Strobel tjiat as 
a result of French’s failure to make 
loans at the time promised- several of 
the concerns with which he negotiated 
have gone into the hands of a receiver. 
“They are holding me responsible,” 
said Strobel- 
French promised them 
he would be able to obtain the funds 
sought in fifteen days, but none of 
them have heard from him in months.

Theological Seminary, passed away 
at 5:30 o’clock, Saturday morning. 
at the Eapey Hospital, after an ill­ 
ness of a few days. 
With the completion of his plans 
to leave for Burgettstown, Pennsyl­ 
vania, to spend the remainder 
of 
his life with his niece, Miss Ella 
Carson, Dr, Carson was taken sud- 
enly ill, Monday night, 
suffering 
from a cerebral hemorrhage and in­ 
testinal Indigestion. He was remov­ 
ed to the Espey hospital, 
where 
his 
condition 
became 
gradually 
weaker, and he slept away 
early 
Saturday morning. It is said that 
Dr. Carson’s last wish was that he 
might die in the city where he had 
spent the larger part of his life, 
and his sudden illness was a means 
of granting his request. 
During his pastorate in this city, 
Dr. ' Carson 
was 
well 
known 
throughout the state where 
his 
labors 
was 
effective 
in 
pro­ 
moting the intellectual development 
of the community. Since his arrival 
in this city in December 1869. b*\ 
life was devoted to the progress of 
his church and the moral advance­ 
ment of the county formed a part 
of Dr. Carson’s efforts. 
Dr. Carson was bom near 5Tar«w- 
vtlle. Blount County, Tennessee, on 
February l l , 1S33, the son of the 
Rev. David and Jane Walker (Gil­ 
lespy) Carson, Dr. Carson's father. 
in 1833 was elected 
professor of 
the Associate Presbyterian 
Semin­ 
ary at Cannonsburg, Pennsylvania. 
The school was afterward removed 
to Xenia, and in. July 1834, Rev. 
David Carson removed to the north 
to assume his duties, in the semin­ 
ary. On September 25 of that year 
he passed away. 
When only a few months 
old. 
Rev. Carson, was taken to Pennsyl­ 
vania. He was reared in Cannons­ 
burg. acquiring his education /Liere 
and was graduated from Jefferson 
College with the Degree of Arts, in 
the class of 1849. 
He was -licensed to preach by Char- 
tiers Presbytery in 1855, three years 
before the consolidation of the As­ 
sociate 
and 
Associated 
Reformed 
Church, which were united in I8 0 8 , 
to form the United Presbyterian de­ 
nomination. 
Dr. Carson was reared 
in the Associate Church, his father, 
the Rev. David Carson being of that 
denomination. 
In November, 1856, 
he was ordained and installed as pas­ 
tor of the congregation of South Buf­ 
falo, 
now 
Claysville, 
Washington 
County, Pennsylvania, where he re­ 
mained until May, 1867. During the 
Civil War, Dr. Carson was oormecfkd 
with the Christian Commission, sta­ 
tioned at Romney, Virginia, and in 
the spring1 of 1864, was stationed at 
Knoxville, Tennessee. 
Has most im­ 
portant work however, during that 
War, wee that which he performed as 
the president of the Union League, of 
Buffalo township, and also in the ac­ 
tive support which he gave to the ad­

Secretary Weeks announces that he has cut the cost of the 
United States Army by half. Its personnel has been reduced to ! 
350,000 officers and men. 
There are Congressmen who would ! 
whittle it to exactly half that size. 
We have reduced the Navy personnel to a little more than 
one hundred thousand and lopped approximately $100,000,000 
from the naval appropriations. Work in the construction yards 
has slowed down to where we are going on with about 25 per cent 
of the authorized building program. 

One is economy , 
and the other is faith on the part of the American Government 
and the people who make that Government that the Disarmament j 
Conference will have great and far-reaching results.

PROSPEROUS GERMANY LETS POLES STARVE. 


Certain districts in Poland are not yet beyond the peril of 
starvation, and prosperous Germany, across the border, is doing 
nothing to aid, declared Frederick L. Thompson, a widely known j 
paper manufacturer of Bellows Falls, Vt., who for the last several 
months has been inspector in charge of the American relief ad­ 
ministration work in the vicinity of Brest-Litovsk. Mr. Thomp­ 
son returned on the French liner France to pass a few weeks in i 
this country before resuming his relief work. 
He saki the United States was the only nation aiding the 
Poles and that if relief were withdrawn now 1,200,000 children 
would face starvation next winter. He said Germany was bask­ 
ing: in her old-time prosperity. 
* 
“Nowhere in Europe,” said Mr. Thompson, ‘‘did I see food so 
plentiful as on the eating cars of trains that carried me through 
Germany. The factories there appear to be running full blast, 
conditions there are markedly different from what I found 
em in other territories which is perhaps natural for a country 
that was not invaded by any foreign Power.”

One man of his acquaintance, he added, 
was paid 1,200,000 rubles for $800, and at his next meal was 
forced to pay 800 rubles for a plate of soup.
